quite well exploded, and many phy- 
sicians now realize that the great- 
est uric acid poison comes from the 
retention of the patient's own uric 
acid which is formed from the burn- 
ing up of waste products: in the 
body. Compared to this the small 
amount of uric acid in the meat is |

Question: A. M. asks: “What causes 
the gums to recede and how may I 
help them?” 

Answer; Receding gums are 
caused by the effects of hyper- 
acidity of the stomach, and are also 
due to decomposition of food be- 
tween the teeth, bacterial growth, 
and allowing the teeth to become 
coated with tartar. Go to a dentist 
and have your teeth sealed and the 
gums treated, At the same time 
make the proper dietetic changes so 
as to overcome the over-acidity of 
the gastric juice.

Like a King

The name of Richard Bourchier, 
who rose from footman to b:come the 
associate of royalty, indicates French 
extraction, but he was born an Eng- 
lishman. He was, in fact, a citizen of 
the world, 

Early reverses caused him before he 
had reached his 24th year to take a 
place as footman of the Earl of Mul- 
grave. After a year and a@ half he 
met a Mrs, Elizabeth Gossinn, whom 
he married and from whom he had 
a small fortune of 150 pounds, 

It being near Christmas time, Bour- 
chier took the 150 pounds and went to 
the Temple, where raffling was going 
on, He lost it all. 

Borrowing 20 pounds from a friend 
he went back, This time he took a 
cord with him, intending to hang 
himself if he lost again, 

He won back his 150 pounds and 
150 more, Thereupon he quit the 
game. But before leaving, he pulled 
from his pocket the cord and gave {i 
to the man who had lost to him.

The Elector tossed and lost, now 
owing Bourchier 30,000 pounds ($350,- 
000 today), which he could not pay on 
the spot, but said he would soon send.

When the Elector did not send the 
money he bought a wonderful coacl 
and six horses costing 3,000 pounds 
and sent them to his highness, whe 
ashamed, hastened to wipe out hir 
debt 

Bourchier made the most of life 
He appears to have lived far too well 
for he died in 1708 when he was only

LONDON, Dec, 10.—The woman's 
editor of “Overseas” writes of recent 
newspaper cuttings dealing with wo- 
men.

dreds of women doctors in Japan 
But what interested me most, perhaps, 
were the remarks of a Mr, R, B. Kerr, 
ot London, who spoke on the ‘Rights 
of Spinsters’ at a recent congre: 

“He pointed out, in the first place, 
the phenomenal growth in the num- 
ber of spinsters in all countries since 
the middle of last century, and assert- 
ed that among the most educated wo- 
men the majority were married, Fur- 
thermore, somewhat unexpectedly, Mr. 
Kerr declared that he considered the 
decline of marriage and the increase 
of spinsterhood us good, for the 
growth of spinsterhood had been ‘con- 
current with the greatest growth of 
humanity the world had ever known.’ 
The old maid, in fact, has been the 
backbone of most of the humanitarian 
movements that have grown up and 
flourished during the last 70 years, 
and it ts not hard to see why. For 
she has been free from closer ties, free 
from the claims of house and home, 
and has been able to spend her time 
and herself among those who perhaps 
had no one else to care for or to fight 
for them.
